man whose only known name is this 
sobriquet, "A No. I," visited Ada to­ 
day and to a News reporter who call­ 
ed upon him gave some very inter­ 
esting experiences of his roving life. 
He is 
well 
known 
to 
all 
the 
local railroad men, yet no one ever 
heard his story, nor that his fame 
rests on actual facts. 
It 
will, 
no 
doiibt, be interesting to repeat ‘the 
same here: 
‘He makes his living by selling a 
book. “The Life and A ^^ntures of 
A No. t" written by^ hir.lO f. It ic in. 
illustrated book and contains some 
wholesome advice to boys who are 
not satisfied with their home. He al­ 
so sells ‘beautiful postal cards with 
his picture, records and autograph on 
same as souvenirs. 
He has hoboed since 18S3 465,230 
miles, ’and has spent only $7.61 on 
railroad fare. 
•He has been around the world three 
times. 
He is a linguist: speaks 
and 
writes 
in four languages. 
Has pre­ 
vented twenty wrecks. Wears a $40.00 
suit of clothes and a gold watch. 
Keeps 
his 
name a secret Does not 
chew. 
smoke, 
drink. 
swear 
or 
gamble. 
How did he adopt this queer name? 
That is a story, too. When he final 
started on the road it was with an 
older man. The latter was attract­ 
ed by 
the 
ingenuousness 
of the 
younger companion, fey his 
bright 
ways, his natural aptitude for a life 
in box cars, and N riding the rods in­ 
side the grinding wheels underneath 
the heavy freights where release for 
a moment of the bar of Iron would 
have meant a horrible death. “Kid. 
you're all right,” declared the older 
que at the end of a particularly hard 
journey. ‘’You’re A No. I.” The title 
has since stuck, and the wanderer 
has more than lived up-To it, for if 
ever a hold's life could be said to 
I** a success it is that of this fel­ 
low. He travels 
in 
overalls 
and 
jumpers, 
but 
after 
arriving 
in

town divests himself of these and 
apj>ears in a neat suit; 
Is always 
clean shaven and has a very pros­ 
perous appearance.

Hundreds of times he has 
carved faces for persons in return 
for small favors. 
He is also a wood 
carver of ability. 
'He has a memorandum book full

by telling train operators, when beat­ 
ing his way, of broken car wheels, or 
other disarrangement, he lias prevent­ 
ed serious wrecks and disasters.
